user input, automatically initiating a download of the data from the digital camera in 
response to determining that image storage capacity of the digital camera exceeds a 
predetermined amount, and performing operations on the data, including any combination of 
encrypting at least a portion of the data, creating authentication data, and regulating selected 
data for transmission to multiple destinations.
